TARIFF REVISION. 

BILLS BEFORE THE HOUSE WAYS AND MEANS 
COMMITTEE. 

WasurnorTon, D. C., Jau. 12.—[Special. |—The 
assumption in many quarters that Chairman 
Morrison has placed Messrs. Hewitt, Mills, and 
Kelley in charge of the revision of the tariff in 
the distribution of his sub-committee is incor- 
rect.

stitutions, books imported for the use of the 
blind, classical antiquities and works of art. 
Mr. Cox, of New York, has bills, too, providing 
for free ships and free ship material, while Mr. 
Warner, of Tennessee, desires to have the duty 
on the Bible abolished. There haveas yet 
been but two bills introduced which propose

A RULING BY SECRETARY FOLGER. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan, 12.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury has written a letter to the Col- 
lectors of Customs at New York in regard to the 
correctness of the former decision relative to 
the provision of the law of March 3, 1883, pla- 
cing duty on leaf tobacco fit for wrappers. 
That ision held that in order to be dutiable 
at 75 cents a pound when unstemmed and 81 
when stemmed, the package containing the to- 
bacco must contain 85 percent fit for wrap- 
pers, of which more than 100 leaves are re- 
quired to weigh a pound, The decision thus 
made the package the unit of quantity by 
which to determine whether the merchandise 
conformed to the statutory standard. It has 


are two descriptions of tobacco known in the 
trade, one wrapper tobacco, the other 
filler tobacco; further, that all the class 
known as wrapper tabacco may, however, not 
be fit for wrappers or of sufficient lightness of 
texture to require more than 100 leaves to 
weigh a pound. So then the tobacco belonging 
to the wrapper class, if found not to conform 
to the statutory standard in the two respects, 
falls into the provision for tobacco not other- 
wise provided for, dutiable at 35 cents a pound. 
The Secretary says this reasoning makes the 
class of tobacco the test and not the quantity 
contained in a package, and thinks these views 


has been presented on the part of importers 
since the case was originally decided. As pre- 
liminary to any further decision in the matter 
the Collector is directed to suspend action un- 
der the decision before referred to and classify 
wrapper tobacco found in packages according 
tothe standard before indicated, leaving the 


to present the case by protest and appeal.

A Novel Suit—The Standing

THERE are a few points in the order for 
the sale of the Lake-Front proposed by 
Ald. Wiekersham as a substitute for the 
Mayor’s order which may be insisted upon 
with advantage, and which the railroads 
may yield. One is a limitation of the use 
of the property to a passenger depot and 
railroad offices. Another is an ehlarge- 
ment of the reserve strip, though it is too 
much to ask the retention of ten feet; if one 
inch be so narrow as to risk a loss of the re- 
served rights by survey, then twelve inches 
will be ample. It may be well to insist on a 
money payment before actual possession be 
given to the railroads. And the provision 
certainly ought to be incorporated as a part 
of the agreement that the property shall be 
and forever remain su to taxation in like 
manner with other property of similar char- 


acter and uses in the City of Chicago.” After 


the proposition shall have been amended in 
these particulars it onght to be accepted, for 


the city will never be able to sell upon more | 


favorable terms. 


THE LAKE-FRONT THREE BLOCKS. 

There are just two vital points in the con- 
troversy over the proposed sale of the three 
blocks on the Lake-Front to the railroads, 
and if these points be ignored or obscured it 
is certain the negotiations will come to noth- 
ing and that the ground will remain in the 
same indeterminate and useless condition as 
during the fifteen years which have elapsed 
since the act of 1869. 

1. The city has no title w the ground. This 
fact must be kept stéadily in mind by the Al- 
dermen who are raising objections to the 
proposition made by the railroads about the 
price offered for a quit-claim. If the city 
owned the property in fee simple it would be 
at liberty to put it up to the highest bidder, 
and that would be the proper course to pur- 
sue in case a sale was desired. Then it 
would be feasible to lay out streets and alleys 
in the plat and sell off single lots. It may 
be admitted that the property would fetch a 


higher price if sold in that way than the rail- 


roads are willing to pay for it, though its oc- 
cupation by individual owners might not be 
of so much benefit to the city in the long run. 
But the city has no authority whatever to 
dispose of the ground after this manner, and 
it could not give a title to a single foot which 
anybody would accept at any price. 

The title to the two blocks lying between 


Randolph and Madison streets is absolutely 


in the United States Government. The title 
to the block lying between Madison and 
Monroe streets is in the State unless the re- 
pealed act of 1860 is still valid, and in the 
latter case the city has no right to sell to any 
purchaser except the railroads, as stipulated 
in that act. It is clear, then, that there can 
be no competition for the purchase of the 
property. | 
All the city has to dispose of is a park 
right, or right of common, ‘There is reason 
to believe that, with the consent of the city 
and of the owners of the abutting property, 
who have a right of view of which they can- 
not be dispossessed violently, Congress will 
give a title to the railroads for the quasi-pub- 
lic use contemplated. But there is no reason 
why the Government should surrender its 
title in this property to the city in order that 
the latter might peddle it out to several own- 


It is necessary to consider the offer of the 
railroads from this point of view, and deter- 
mine whether it is better to obtain $800,000 
for the city’s shadow of a title to the land, 
and add to the taxable property of the city in 
that amount, and to the extent of improve- 


ments that shall be made, or to allow the 


property to remain in its present condition, 
occupied as a base-ball park and by squatters. 

2. The city has no control over the riparian 
rights and the submerged lands. The owner- 
ship of these rights is in. dispute. If the 
law of 1869 be valid they attach to the railroad 
companies, to whom they were specifically 
granted by that act. If the subsequent re- 
peal of that act in 1873 be valid, then the 


right to the accretions and the ground under 


water attaches to the fee of the Lake-Front 
property, which, in the case of two blocks, 
is in the United States, and in the case of 
the remainder of the Lake-Front is in the 
State, and the city has no claim whatever. 
In neither event can the city set up 
a Valid claim to riparian rights as 


it is folly to ask the railroads to abandon any 


rights they may have acquired from the State 
by the act of 1869, because they will not do 
it. It is asking an important consideration 
in addition to the $800,000 the railroads are 
willing to pay for a quit-claim of the city’s 
right of common. It is precisely the same 
as if the city should exact not merely the 
$800,000 purchase money for a concession of 
its park interest, but also other valuable prop- 
erty which the railroads now claim to own. 
If the claim of the railroads to these rights 
be a good one it is much more valuable than 
the city’s rights in the three blocks they pro- 
pose to pay $800,000 for; if the railroad’s 
claim is not a good one, the reservation of a 
strip along the east line of the property will 
protect the riparian and water rights as com- 
pletely as if the entire property were kept in 
its present condition. The city will be able 
to exercise no control in the final disposition 
of these rights, whether it s@ the three 
blocks or not; they must be determined in 
any case by the courts. All the city can do 
is to hold such rights as it has now, and this 
may be done by the terms of the proposed 
sale as effectually as by refusing to sell. | 

The only question for the Council to con- 
sider is, whether it will make a quit-claim on 
the terms proposed or not at all. The inter- 
ests of the public undoubtedly favor the sale, 
but the Aldermen are not accustomed to yield 
to that consideration. But there is evidently 
nothing to gain by dickering. The railroads 
will not pay more than $800,000 in addition 
to the expenses of settlement with the pri- 
vate owners of abutting property and for the 
buildings of the military squatters. They 
will certainly not surrender any rights to the 
snbmerged lands if they have acquired any 
by the act of 1869. They make an offer for 
the city’s right of, common, and it is for the 
Council to say whether the city will accept it 
or keep the ground in its present unproduct- 


ive condition —subject, of course, to the 


chance of the State stepping in and ousting 
the city from the occupation of the south one 
of the three blocks and disposing of it for 
the benefit of the State Treasury. 


PROSECUTE ‘THE SWINDLERS. 

Some time since, when the question was 
asked of State’s-Attorney Mills why he did 
not prosecute the gambling lottery establish- 
ments in this city, that gentleman promptly 
replied: 

The matter has not been brought to my at- 
tention, but. if it is, and evidence to warrant 
such a proceeding is produced, a prosecution 
will be instituted without delay in cases where 
the law is violated. 

Tue Cmcado TRIBUNE has taken Mr. 
Mills at his word. It has brought the matter 
to his attention. It has given him the evi- 
dence to wartant the institution of a prosecu- 
tion. In the issue of Saturday it gave him all 
the details of the working of three lottery com- 
panies in this city, every one of which is yio- 
lating the law, furnishing from actual ob- 
servation and experience an account of the 
manner in which these companies are steal- 
ing the money of the credulous and ignorant. 
It gave him the names of their officers and 
the street and number of their locality. Hay- 
ing furnished sufficient evidence to warranta 
prosecution and being prepared to furnish 
still more if necessary, Tur TRIBUNE now 
waits for Mr. Mills to make good his prom- 


ises. There is nothing specially claiming his 


attention at present. The fiasco of the Com- 
mon Coungil bribery is no longer in his way, 
and there is no reason why he should not 
give the subject his immediate attention. 


These lottery companies are openly and 


totally disregarding the laws, and the author- 
ities thus far have openly and totally disre- 
garded the lottery companiés and allowed 


thery to go on swinding the gullible with- 


out interference. We presume that Mr. 
Mills knows the law and knows that it is 
violated. We presume that he knows these 
companies are daily stealing thousands of 
dollars from ignorant and silly people. We 
presume that he is correct in his statement 
that other business of an important character 
has stood in his way, and that he hadn’t the 
time to work up the case properly. Tur 
TRIBUNE has done that work for him. He 
will not have to hunt up any evidence. It is 


all ready for him, and all that he wants, suffi- | 


cient to cover these companies with indict- 
ments and to convict them on trial. As he 
has said that he would institute a progécution 
without delay in every case where the evi- 
dence warranted it, Tun TRIsuNE now looks 
to him to fulfill the promise and his duty. 
It is a matter that does not admit of any de- 
lay. It should be attended to at once, and 
the people of this city will now look to Mr. 
Mills to make good his promise. 


THE TEMPERANCE CONVENTION. 
Tue Catholic Total-Abstinence Convention 
which meets in this eity today should not 
hesitate to place itself squarely on the plat- 


form of the Minnesota Catholic temperance 
societies as laid down by Bishop Ireland, of 
St. Panl. That platform embraces (1) sup- 
port of high license as the most feasible, 
practicable, and efficacious public remedy 
against intemperance in cities chiefly popu- 
lated by foreigners; (2) opposition on the 
part of Irish Catholics to the election of grog- 
venders and persons interested in the intoxi- 
eant-drink traffic to legislative, Aldermanic, 
and other positions; and (3) hearty codpera- 
tion with all non-Catholic temperance organi- 
zations and law-and-order societies in enfor- 
cing the State law against disreputable, dis- 
honest, and lawbreaking groggerykeepers. 
If the convention devotes itself to speech- 
making, and resolutions, and essays about 
moral suasion and the wickedness of saloon- 
keepers it will accomplish no useful purpose, 
e lose a great opportunity for doing 


The High-License law, which ought to 
have gone into effect last July, must certain- 
ly go into effect next April. The legal re- 
sistance to its enforcement up to the present 
has been for the purpose of gaining time. 
Of the constitutionality of the law the saloon- 
keepers themselves acknowledge that they 
have not the slightest doubt. The results 
which shall arise through the operation of 
the law will depend largely upon the manner 
of its enforcement. If it is promptly and 
efficiently applied it will accomplish all that 
its promoters have predicted for it. It will 
close up the disreputable doggeries which 
harbor the criminal classes and breed crime. 
It will drive out of the business of vending 
the vile stuff a number of irrespouisible, 
eriminally disposed loafers and bummer poli- 
ticlans, and compel them to make livings in 
some other way. It will greatly improve 
the character of the saloons that shall remain, 
and it will lessen the temptations to drink, 


and consequently the incentives to crime. No 


people in this city suffer more from.the bale- 
ful influences of the doggeries than the Irish 
Catholics. It is not an exaggeration to 
say that they furnish the majority of 
the victims, and more than half 
tte money squandered on hard“ drinks. 
Their own families, in th of in- 
stances, are impoverished, ill-clad, ill-treated, 
and surrounded dy vicious associations in 
consequence. The Catholic temperance Irish 
therefore should be the foremost in the sup- 
port of every law tending to minimize these 
evil influences—the occasions of crime, They 


plish it.

Should resolve (and act-on their resolve next 


April and next November) to prevent the 
election of any whisky-saloonist to the Com- 
mon Council or to the State Legislature. 
They should organize in connection with 
other associations for this purpose, and 
work zealously and unceasingly to accom- 
They should insist in their respect- 
ive localities on a vigilant and stringent en- 
forcement of the law. They should do this 
not only as Irishmen and Catholics, but as 
loyal, law-respecting, law-abiding citizens of 
the American Republic. It is not creditable 
to Irish Catholics that the wards where 
they are located are now represented in the 


Council by doggerykeepers or sympathizers 


with doggerykeepers, 

Half the Irishmen now members of the 
City Legislature are saloonkeepers. This is 
the list: Cullerton, Lawler, Gaynor, Foley, 
Walsh, Sweeney, Sullivan. Two other sa- 
loonkeepers, Doerner and Appleton, are 
elected by Irish Catholic voters. Only two 
of the Irish Aldermen, Dixon and Dalton, 
voted in favor of the enforcement of the 
High-License law last July. Dalton was the 
only Irish Catholic. Itis for the Irish tem- 
perance men to say whether this state of 
things shall continue, If they work ener- 


getically and unitedly they can put an end to 


it. What it is possible to do at St. Paul and 
Minneapolis it is possible to do in Chicago. 
What Bishop Ireland has done in Minneso- 
ta can be done by Father Hagan in Northern 
Illinois if he is loyally supported. 

The convention. today should place itself 
on Bishop Ireland’s platform, and organize at 
once to give it effect. Another thing they 
should set themselves to do is to create a pub- 
lic sentiment among Irish Catholics which 
hmen 
to follow the business of saloonkeepinig. 


THE NEEDS OT NEW YORK. 
Mr. Edmund Driggs, ope of the oldest and 
most experienced underwriters in New York, 
has added to the forebodings of the people in 
that city over the condition of their inflamma- 
ble water-front and tinder-box ‘‘ dry-goods 
district ” by predicting that unless something 


is done New York, will some day have a 


fire in which greater damage will occur than 
happened at the Portland, Boston, or Chica- 
go fires. Other experts have pronounced a 
similar opinion, and from this aggregate of 
testimony there seems to be no doubt that the 
city is exposed to great danger, which seems 
somewhat strange when one r@flects that it 
was not long ago some of the New York pa- 
pers were calling upon the insurance.compa- 
nies to withdraw their risks from Chicago 
upon the ground of its insecurity. The state- 
ments of the underwriters have begun to 


arouse these papers to a sense of their own | 


insecurity, and one of them says: It is pos- 
sible by the faithful use of precautionary 
methods to prevent the great conflagration of 
which, in the opinion of experts, the city is 
now in danger. Half the city may soon sink 
in ashes if its chief points of danger are not 
more properly protected.“ 


How to properly protect these points of | 


danger seems to be the question, and already 
many plans have been suggested, none of 
which appear to be practical. In this connec- 
tion it does not seem te have occurred to 


the investigators that their fire department 


‘has more than once displayed its inefficiency, 


‘and that this is one of their principal sources 
of danger. 
they should lose no time in sending a delega- 
tion of experts, headed by their Chief Engi- 
heer, to Chicago, to study our department 


To remedy this grave deficiency 


and examine its drill, discipline, and methods 


‘of extinguishing fires. They will learn much 
to their advantage. Though she has been 
‘abused and misreprésented by New York in 
the past, Chicago will not refuse to furnish 
any information which may be of advantage 
to that city. A delegation of her people is 
now here studying the working of our im- 
proved cable system. Another is coming to 
look into our police-patrol system. Now send 
another to study our Fire Department. Chi- 
cago will gladly furnish New York with all

THE EXPOSITION BUILDING. 
It has been ascertained pretty certainly 
that the company of citizens owning the Ex- 


position Building will let the City Govern- 


ment pull down the structure rather than as- 


sume the payment of an annual rent of $10,- 


000 in addition to what the city is now re 
ceiving. The owners of the building invest- 


ed their money in it originally in the interest 
of the public, and not for personal profit. As 
they have never assumed to have a perma- 
‘nent tenure of the ground, they cannot look 
to a reimbursement of the quarter of a mill- 


ion of money they have put into it. The div- 
idends amount to only 4½ per cent at the 
best, and are frequently passed altogether. 
The gentlemen who hold the stock do not 
think it incumbent upon them to 
take the risk of having to put their 
in their pockets to pay. out 
$10,000 a year in addition to the loss of the 
money they have already invested in order 
to maintain an institution for the benefit of 
the public, They prefer to abandon the en- 
terprise and let it be torn down. The only 
result of the Council’s persisting in the de- 
mand will be the disappearance of the Expo- 
sition Building, and with it the annual exhi- 
bitions, festivals, concerts, conventions, and 
other public shows and gatherings which 
have attracted so many thousands of stran- 
gers to Chicago evety year and put millions 
of profits into the hands of the Chicago 
tradespeople. 
Ik the building be destroyed the ground 
will yield nothing to the city either directly 
or indirectly; now it pays the $6,000 rent, or 


whatever the sum ts, received from the Bal- 


timore & Ohio Road into the City Treasury 
and provides free space for a fire-engine 
company, and is the best vehicle for popular 
amusement and popular education it is possi- 
ble to have. The course taken by the Com- 
mon Council is calculated to deprive the pub- 
lic of notable benefits without providing the 
slightest compensation for the sacrifice. 

It may be doubted, however, whether the 
Council ring will be permitted to outrage the 
public in thig fashion in the futile attempt to 
blackmail the Exposition owners. The State 
will probably interfere to protect the public 
interests, as it certainly has the right and 
power to do. The State may properly claim 
any rental paid for the ground occupied by 
the Exposition Building, for it owns the 
ground; and if the State be willing that the 
Exposition Company shall occupy it without 
paying rental to the city the latter has no 
color of claim to compensation. The law of 
1869 granted the property to the city under 
certain conditions, which have never been ful- 
filled, and that law was repealed by the act 
of 1873. The property thus reverted to the 
State so faras the city is eoncerned. The 
city cannot claim it under the act of 1869, for 
that position would involve the recogni- 
tion of the title set up by the rail- 
roads to the riparian rights and submergtd 
lands along the whole line of the lake-shore 
as far south as the round-houses. And if a 
claim were set up by the city under the law 


ot 1869 the city’s right would be confined to

act by which the State resumes its title has 
given the State authorities the right to dis- 
pose of the land as they please. If the 
State permits the city to use the ground for 
park purposes, that permission carries with 
it no right to rent it to others for other uses. 
The Exposition Company is simply a squat- 
ter; but the State and not the city is the 
landlord. | | 

It may be said that the city had no author- 
ity to permit the erection of the Exposition 
Building, but, admitting that to be a fact, it 


gives no authority to the Council now to col- 


lect rent for a structure which was erected 
without legal warrant. The demand made 
by the Council is indefensible from every 
point of View, and the State authorities will 
have the active sympathy of the whole peo- 
ple of Chicago in any step they may take to 
prevent the consummation of the wicked out- 
rage involved in the Council’s demand for the 
destruction of the building. 


LABOUCHEBE’S MESSAGE OF PEACE. 

Henry Labouchéré is one of the keenest 
men in England, and one of the best judges 
of the import and tendency of current events 
and their probable influence on the future. 
He has a clear comprehension of the exist- 
ing political situation, and expresses in a 
forcible, straightforward way his views on all 
things. The existing relations between the 
workers and idlers in England he feels cer- 
tain cannot be long maintained. The En- 
glish, as he says, have ‘* lagged terribly” be- 
hind the spirit of modern democracy,” and 
have much leeway to make up. They still 
support an expensive court, submit to the 
legislation of a House of hereditary landlords, 
to the domination of a landed gentry in all 
local matters, to a State-supported church to 
which less than one-half of the people be- 
long, a system of taxation which takes 15 
per cent from the pittance of Lazarus and 5 
per cent from the hoards of Dives”; a sys- 
tem of landholding under which the farmers 
are being ruined to satisfy the caprices of 
landlords; the agricultural laborers, under- 
paid during their manhood, are forced to the 
poor-house in old age; and city artisans are 
forced to pig in the slums. This is not as it 
should be, and the time has come when there 
must be a change. The hour of social and 
political regeneration is at hand.” The 
period when the English people, without 
destinction of class, will rule” has arrived. 
The following is the program (condensed) of 
the near future, which Mr. Labouchére prints 
in Christmas-week Truth as a message of 
peace and good will“ to his countrymen. 

(1) Household suffre ge, no taggot voting, 
each man having but one vote and that but for 
residence. This to be followed by manhood 
suffrage, equal electora) districts, and payment 
of members of Parliament. (2) The cost of 
royalty must be reduced to $250,000. -(3) The 
House of Lords must beabolished, (4) Ireland 
must be mistress in everything which locally 
concerns her. (5) The government of counties 
and the expenditure of local taxes must be 
transferred from the landlords and magistrates 
to the people. Unpaid magistrates must be 
abolished. (6) All farmers will have fixity of 
tenure at a fair ground rent, the State or the 
farmers to enjoy the benefit of the unearned 
increment. (7) The farmer shall provide cot- 
tages and two-acre plots for those who work 
for him, (8) The church must be disestab- 
lished and the chureh property be devoted to 
educational purposes. (9) There must be free 
primary, secondary, and technical education. 
(10) The national expenditures must be re- 
duced $100,000,000. (11) All indirect taxes 
must be abolished. Instead there shall be a

These, in substance, are Labouchére’s 
propositions. He repudiates the Commu- 
nistic nationalization of the land scheme, and 
says there is nothing Socialistic or Com- 
munistic in the proposed reforms.

Childers, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
that England is on the eve of changes 
‘* which will be only comparable to the rev- 
olution of 1689.” The legislation of the 
aristocracy has been tried; the legislation of 
the middle classes has been tried. Both leg- 
islated for their selfish interests.

Tux temperance question is before tha 
New York Legislature in the shape ot a con- 
current resolution proposing à constitutional 
amendment prohibiting the manufacture and 
Sale of liquor, which of course has no hope of 
adoption, and of a bill introduced by Mr.

It adds to 
the interest of the Roosevelt bill thatin its 
principal features it isa eopy of our Illinois 
High-License bill. It fixes the fee for the gen- 
eral sale of all liquors at $500 and for the sale 
of beer and ale only at $250. In its application, 
however, there is an essential difference, for, as 
drafted, it applies only to the Cities of New 
York, Brooklyn, Albany, and Buffalo. The 
bill -is good enough and practical enough to 
have been applied to the whole State, but this 
is not of immediate consequence, for as soon 
as it has been tested in these four cities 
and its value shown in the reduction of 
intemperance, the wiping out of cheap dog- 
geries, the increase ef municipal revenue, and 
the additional security to life and property, all 
the other cities and towns in the State will 
want it and have it. No stronger test could be 
made of the reniedy of high license than in 
these four cities, which are reeking with rum- 
holes, and we have no fear that it will not 
prove radically effective. As Chicago is also 
about to apply the remedy it will be interesting 
to watch its operations in the great cities, 


A pispatcu from Wilkesbarre, Pa., dated 
Jan. 10, describes a remarkable achievement in 
engineering, nothing less than sinking a coal- 
shaft thro seventy-eight feet of quicksand. 


The dispatch says: Pe] 

Successful mining operations in sinking a shaft on 
Susquehanna River flats, opposit this city, were at- 
tained this afternoon by the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western Company. The shaft being sunk 
is known as the Pettebone, is ten by thirty-five 
feet, and is now down to rock bed, through seventy- 
eight feet of quicksand and clay. Many hundred 
thousand dollars have been expended in endeavor- 
ing to sink shafts on these flats; but thig is the 
first one to reach the rock and give sigus of ulti- 
mate success. It is regarded as wonderful 
feat in mining engineering, and is 6 note- 
worthy item in the nistory of anthra- 
cite development. Work has been going 
on for a year past, and has been remarkably 
from accident. Genera!l-Chief-Mining- Engineer 
Snyder, of the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
Company, had charge of the work; and when the 
rock was reached gave orders to fy the “Strs and 
Stripes” over the opening. This development has 
been anxiously watched throughout this entire 
region, and its success was not believed until 
pieces of rock were brought up from the bottom. 
This will change many anticipated programs in 
mine-operating in this vicinity, and open up a 
vast coal-bed, which it was intended to develop by 
tunneling ‘under the river. The event is to be

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IHE CONVENT HORROR. 


The Coroner's Jury at Belleville Affizes 
the Blame to the Management of 
the Institution. i 


St. Mo-, Jan. 12.—[Special.|—The 
Coroner's jury concluded the inquest of the 
bodies of the victims of the convent fire this 


BELLEVILLE, III., Jan. 12, 1884.— We. jury im- 
paneled to hold the inquest on the es of the 
‘victims of the fre at the Institution of the Immacu- 
late Conception in Belleville, III., the night of Jan. 
6. 1884, have endeavored to perform the sad duty 
imposed upop us to the best of our ability. 
We have examined many witnesses and made 
diligent inquiry into all the facts and surround- 
ings which might have been the immediate 
cause of the catastrophe. From the evidence we 
und that the interior of the building was provided 
with various balls and stairways, the main stair- 
wuys leading from the second story to the ürst. 
and two stuirways leading from the third to the 
second story, but no means whatever seems to 
have been provided for escape from the building 
other than those stairways. The barrels, buckets, 
and hose in the hallways, if any, amounted to vir- 
tually nothing in case of a fire. The Sisters’ dormi- 
tories wore in the second, and the majority of the 
boarders and pupils were in dormitories in the 
third story, accompanied by a few Sisters. 

The evidence seems to locate the origin of the 
‘fre in the basement from one of the hot-air fur- 
made used ip heating the building, &nd the custom 
was to fill them with fuel late at night and let them 
ron witbout additional fuel until morning. No 
watchman was employed on the premises, and at 
the hour of retiring all went to bed and not a soul 
was on Watch throughout the halls and corridors 
during the nigbt. 

When the alarm was given the night of the fire 
we huve abundant evidence to show that the halls 
wate full of smoke and intensely heated in por- 
tions of the second and third stories, so that the 
inmates of the dormitories were entirely ® nt she | 
from escape through the halis and were compelled 
to und meuns of egress —— — windows on 
ladders or by Jumpting to groun 

Our opinion from the evidence is, that the fire 
department of Belleville did ali that could be done 


under the circumstances with the appliances which 


they had at hand, and, while we think chat a well- 
organized book and ladder company might possibly 
have saved some of those that perished, of this 
fact we are not assureé when we consider the loss 
of Ute at the Southern Hotel in St. Louis and the 
frightful holocaust at the Newhall House in Mil- 
_ waukee, in both of which cities the fre department 
"ts excellent, but were whoily insufficient to pre- 
vent great loss of life where persons were crowded 
in the upper stories beyond the reach of ordinary 
rn and in the absence of 
} saving attachments to the outside of the bulld- 
ing. 


The using ot dormitories above the second story 
of buildings ip all institutions of learning we most 
heartily condemn, and we are of the opinion there 
‘should be some legislative action on the subject. 
We hope our Governor in his next message to the 
Legislature will call attention to this matter in 
such a manner as he may deem wise. 

After carefully weighing the evidence we are of 
opinion the blame must rest upon the management 
of the institution for not taking the precautions 


censure on those in 
institution. we do not believe the neglect was 
willful or intentional, but tothe contrary the evi- 
dence shows that many tions were taken, 
proving to our minds it was not froma desire to 


+ economize or from want of regard for the safe- 


ty of the inmates which caused them to neglect 
the provisions of safety, but from a feeling of se- 


@urity engendered by many years of 


from serious accident. 

We think a night-watchman on the premises to 
walk the balis and take charge of the furnaces at 
night might have prevented the appalling loss of 
life and greatly promoted the safety of the in- 
wa 


tes. 

When we consider the twenty-six precious lives 
that were lost. we must say the avenues of es- 
Cape were too few and the proper precautions were 
wanting in and around the buildings and on the 
premises to save life in case of fire. Of this fact 
the silent graves in the churchyard and the be- 
reu ved and sorrowing househelds only too strongly 
testify.

COMMERCIAL. 


The * produce markets were active Satur- 
day and very uneven. Wheat was again weak and 
corn followed suit, though not so heavy as wheat. 
Provisions declined in sympathy, but reacted and 
averaged strong. There was not so much trading 
as Friday, and the tone was scarcely so uncertain 
exceptin wheat, though the news from outside 
was generally bearish. There was a sharp call for 
margins on all those who were on the long side, 
and the resulting shaking out would have been 
more vigorous but for the fact that a good many 
had been squeezed out previously. 

Provisions were active and relatively firm. There 
was no material change in Liverpool quotations, 
and the receipts of hogs were about the same as 
might have been expected for Saturday.

But since our arrival, ab some of us have had 
three and even four audiences with him, he 
oan hardly have failed to learn a great deal. 
The Holy Father is a man of rare and high in- 
teiligence, grand and wide-reaching views, and 
great literary attainments. He himself is the 
writer of nearly all those admirable encyclicais 
which have been issued of late years. For 
the rest you may judge of the character of the 
Holy Father from aremark he once made to me: 
‘lam desirous,’ said he, ot appealing in all 
things to the good sense and reason of the pub- 

“ He is a hard worker.. Too often he begins 
to give audiences at 8 o’clock in the morning, 
and continues with scarcely any intermission 
for meals till 8 or 9 in the evening. The Holy 
Father's audiences are never perfunctory. He 
does everything thoroughly, and gives Catholics 
and non-Catholics alike attention. Perhaps he 
is a little more courteous to Protestants than 
to Catholics. No; I never had oceasion to dis- 
cuss the Roman question’ with him. In our 
conversations he naturally confined himself 


closely to American subjects.”’

Heavy Failures in New York. 

New YORK, Jan. 12.—|Special.]—E. W. Cole- 
man & Co., grain and flour issi 
chants at Nos. 8 and 10 Water street, sus- 
pended this morning, and late in the afternoon 
made an assignment to William S. Church, their 
bead bookkeeper. The firm is composed of 
Bdwards W. Coleman, Consider Parish, and 
AquillaU. Clarke. It is the outgrowth of the 
erm of Clarke & Coleman, which was formed 
in 1843 by Mr. A. U. Clarkeand Mr. Edwards W. 
Coleman. The old firm did a large and success- 
ful business up to the time of its failure in 
1855, and the present firm has been a prosperous 
one. No house in the trade had a better repu- 


tation. 

The decision to suspend was made late yes- 
terday afternoon, and formal notice of the in- 
ability of the firm to get engagements was sent 
to the Produce Exchange soon after the open- 
ing of business today. The announcement 
created a profound sensation throughout the 
trade and in the Produce Exchange. From 
every side came regrets and offers of aid. Da- 
vd Pos & Co. were among the first to proffer 
assistance, and other houses followed rapidly. 

The members of the suspended firm stated 
late in the afternoon that it was impossi- 
bie for them to form a close esti- 
mate of their assets and liabilities. 
They thought that the liabilities would amount 
to between $275,000 and “If we 
could collect what is legally due us.“ said one 
of the firm, woe could pay every dollar we 
owe and have from a quarter to half a million 
dollars left, but a large share of the bills due 
us cannot, I'm afraid, be readily collected.”’ 
Rumor placed the liabilities of the firm at a 
very much higher figure than those named; 
some reports even fixed them at $1,000,000. 

The assignment, which was filed at 4 o'clock, 
gave the following preferences: A. B. Ray- 
mond & Co., $5,000; H. Stuzer, $11,000: Levi 
Winnt en., $12,000;. Calvin B. Lockwood, $1,000;

Mr. Coleman was one of the original mem- 
bers of the Corn Exchange, and also a member 


ofthe Chicago Board of Trade. About five 


ears ago the house met with its first important

The direct cause of the failure is stated to be 
the earr¥ing by the firm of a large number of 
customers who were long of the market 
under a heavy decline, and who failed to re- 
spond to calls for margins. Since the Ist of 
January the firm has been compelled to put up 
large sums in margins for its customers, and 


the burden finally became heavier than it could 
bear.

October last the firm was seriously embar- 
rassed, but, with the assistance of large houses, 
managed to tide over. The suspension today 
was precipitated by the decline in wheat. An 
assignment was made to George C. Martin, of 
George C. Martin & Co. One preference of 
$15,000 was named in favor of James A. Ful- 


ler, a wealthy Brooklyn brewer, and father of 


James W. Fuller. The liabilities are said to be 
about $100,000. 

The effect of the two failures on the produce 
market in this city was n The re- 
ports of the large amount of grain Out of con- 
dition in the Brooklyn warehouses had serious- 
ly affected the market during the week, and it 
was ripe for a break. A sharp decline in wheat 
followed the posting of the failures, ranging 
from 1% to 2% cents.

Among the numerous divorce cases heard 


yesterday by Judge Shepard was that of Mabel 


L. Derby against Abraham H. Derby, in which 
a novel question was raised as to the right of a 
married woman to get a divorce here when she 


bad never Itved here with her husband, nor had 


the cause for divorce occurred here. The par- 
ties were married March 17, 1869, in Buffalo, 
N. ., and lived together up to about 
four years ago, when Derby deserted 
his wife. She came to Chicago a year ago last 
August, and, after living here the prescribed 
year, filed a bill for divorce on the ground of 
desertion. When the evidence was all in, the 


Judge said he would take the case under ad-“ 


visement and ask the counsel to submit author- 
ities on the question whether a woman who 
was married out of the State, who never lived 
in the State prior to her marriage, whose hus- 
band and she together always lived out of the 


State, and where the act complained of o- 
curred out of the State—whether a woman 


in such a case could acquire a 
legal residence here apart from that of her 
husband so as to qualify her to sustain a bill 
for divorce. There were serious doubts on the 
subject as to whether the Legislature contem- 
plated making this State an asylum, so to 
speak, for those who were matrimonially 
utllieted when they never lived here. The pre- 
sumptions were all against a married woman. 
having à legal residence apart from that of 
ber husband, and until he was further satisfied 
on the subject he would not grant divorces in 
such cases. 4 | 


This ruling, if followed in the future, will 


cause a large decrease in the number of divorce 
cases begun here, for there are many cases of 
this character, in some of which a residence 
has been acquired by a year’s residence solely 
for the purpose of getting a divorce. 
THE PRINCES. 
The case of Frederika F. Prince against Dr. 
James P. Prince was also heard before Judge 
Shepard. The parties started out in married 
lite in 1871 under the most flattering circum- 
stances. The Doctor was worth $250,000 at 
the time of the marriage, and their bridal tour 
included a trip to South Africa by way of Lon- 
don and Paris.

Arrival at Astoria of the First Large Iron 
Sailing-Vessel—The Railroad 


Tillie k. Starbuck, the new American iron ship, 
reached Astoria after a very tempestuous voy- 
age from New York. The voyage was accom- 
plished in 20 days. From the time of sailing 
to the arrival off Columbia River a succession 
of fearful gales and heavy seas were encoun- 
tered, flooding the decks, and damaging the 
rigging and steering-gear. The vessel was 
forced to put in at Stanley for repairs. The first 
officer and a seaman were badly injured. The 
former ,was swept overboard, but rescued. 
The vessel arrived with the rigging badly dam- 
aged. She brought a cargo of railroad mate- 
rial which itis feared sustained damage by 
water. This is the first large iron sailing-ves- 
selever builtin the United States. Great in- 
terest is feltin the result of the maiden voy- 
age.

Analysis by the Rev. R. Heber Newton 
ot One of the Old Stories in 
the Bible, 


How Joseph Oonducted the First Great Cor- 


The Traditions of Joseph. : 

New York Times, Jan. 7: “The Traditions 
of Joseph“ was the subject of the Rev. It. 
Heber Newton's lecture in All Souls’ Church 
yesterday afternoon, and the familiar incidents 
in Joseph’s life were very practically inter- 
preted. “Chapter thirty-fourth of Genesis,” 
Mr. Newton said, was upon the surface a dis- 
agreeable tradition inserted amid the main 
body of traditions from sources and for pur- 
poses no longer clear to us. Read as a literal 
story of actual people, it is a tale of rude times, 
in which the betrayal of Dinah, Jacob’s 
daughter, is avenged by Simeon and Levi, her 
brothers, ina way which indicated more cun- 


males’ of the City of Shechem for the offense 
of its Prince’s son, and the appropriation of 
‘their sheep, and their oxen, and their asses, 
and all their wealth, and all their little 
ones and their wives“ forms a tale of 
savage cruelty and ruthless robbery which 
earriés us back to times that ought 
to be much further off than they really 
are. Jacob’s remonstrance with his high-hand- 
ed sons is not very noble. 
the selfish whine: ‘Ye have troubled me to 
make me to stink among the inhabitants of the 
land; and I being few in number, they shall 
gather themselves together against me and 
slay me, and I shall be destroyed, I and my 
house.’ The. one redeeming feature of the 
story is the inténse sense of the supreme ne- 
cessity of womanly honor that breathes in the 
sharp retort of the brothers, ‘Should he deal 
with our sister as with an harlot?’ _ 
„Whatever the original tradition may have 
been, it must be remembered,” continued the 


preacher, ‘‘that we are dealing, in Genesis, 
rather with tribal legends than with traditions 
of individuals. It must be remembered, also, 
that these original legends were worked over 
by later ages and fashioned into stories that 
set forth ideas and sentiments of after 


times. This particular story probably ex- 
presses the horror of ‘the wzealots’ 
against in with the Canaanites. 


The eleventh original chapter of Genesis opens 
with verse second of ourchapter 37 and reaches 
to the end of the book. Its heading is. These 
are the generations of Jacob.’ We naturally 
expect, then, to find the traditions of the 
twelve sons of Jacob, but we discover that 
while eleven of them do indeed appear and re- 
appear in the story, itis simply as secondary 
figures revolving around the central personage, 
Joseph. The traditions of Joseph take up into 
them, of necessity, somewhat of the story of 
the other brothers. Now, there is no trouble 
about this peculiarity while we read these sto- 
ries as purely personal traditions. Joseph is, 
then, the next great figure and the last in the 
patriarchal group, the head of the race after 
Jacob. There are, however, many difficulties 
in the way of reading these traditions through- 
out as literal history—difficulties that every 
thoughtful reader feels. And there are abun- 
dant hiats of traditions of tribal person- 
alities, legends whose figures are rather 
clans than individuals, the personification 
of the twelve tribes of Israel. The 
auswer to the question ‘Why have we the tra- 
ditions of Joseph and not of all the sons of 
Jacob?’ is not hard to find. The chief tribe of 
the northern group of tribes—the tribe which 
became the centre of the northern kingdom 


Ephraim. This vigorous and numerous tribe 
so completely mastered the other tribes whieh 
followed its lead that its name was used for the 
kingdom of the ten tribes interchangeably with 


that of the great head of the Hebrews, which 


belonged to this kingdom as emulating the 
chief part of the other race. The prophets 
quite as commonly speak of Ephraim as of 
Israel. The clew to the puzzle is found in the 
fact that Joseph was ‘the favorit father’ of 
this powerful tribe and the heroic’ ancestor of 


dwarfed the other sons of Jacob. Their tradi- 
tions paled away before _giories of their 
great brother. Joseph was the embodiment of 
a spirit of purity and piety; a character 
which, with some possible defects, according as 
certain incidents are read, is. yet one of ma- 
jestic nobleness and fascinating sweetgess.“ 
This story of Joseph takes up into itself t 

ditions of early descents of the Hebrews 
upon Egypt, and the figure of Joseph is set 
against a dreamy background in which an 
Egyptian atmosphere suffuses the scene with 
its fascinating mystery. The artistic charac- 
ter of the story.“ said Mr. Newton, “I never 
felt so strongly as when, afew years since, in 
preaching a course of sermons to children upon 
it, I found myself unconsciously arranging its 
sections as the scenes of adrama. Such I sus- 
pect it may bave been among the early Isracl- 
ites. Chap. 37 gives us the familiar tale of Ja- 
cob’s partiality for Joseph, of Joseph's dreams, 
of his brethreu's jealousy, of their sale of him 
to the Midianite caravan, and of his sale by 
them to Potipbar in Egypt. The tribal tradi- 
tion that underlies the story of Joseph comes to 
the surface in the very opening of the tale, as 
we read of hisdreams of destiny and of the 
jealousy of the other sons of Jacob. Jealousy 
more bitter than that of individual men, 
strife handed down from father to son, 
arraying clan against clan, lies veiled 
behind this familiar tale. Dreams play 
a great part in the story of Joseph. 
They occur at each critical point in the 
tale; through them the movement of the his- 
tory is shaped. The dream, among mest people 
regarded with wonder and awe, came early 
to be viewed as having a supernatural char- 
acter. Thus the gods communicated with men 
in the still hours, when the spirit was less 
meshed in the world of sense, 
phetic spirit of Israel laid hold of this thought 
and made much of the dream as the revelation 


of Jehovah.”’

APPATR QF THE SEASON. 

The ball to be given by Mrs. William Astor 
the 2ist at her residence, at No. 350 Fifth ave- 
nue, will be from certain points of view the 
greatest ball of the season. It will beat Van- 
derbilt's ball, because the banquet will be tur- 
nished forth on a set of solid silver and gold 
tufficiently numerous to serve everybody. The 
dinner-plates and soup-plates will be of solid 
Silver. and the salt-cellars, pepper-boxes, spoons, 
and emaller forks of solid gold. Mrs. Astor 
is one of half a dozen ladies in New York who 
has a house large enough fora thousand guests 
or so, but she is absolutely the only one here, 
and the only one in the country I believe, who 
possesses such a magnificent service of plate 


made of unalloyed bullion. Therefore, hence, /

A NOTABLE EVENT. 3 

New Yor«, Jan. 12.— [Special. — There was 
magnificent regal pomp in the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral of St. Patrick this afternoon. Cardi- 
nal McCloskey sat on the throne, with incident- 
al pageantry unprecedented on this side of the 
globe. The occasion was the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of his entrance to the priesthood. That 
he will add another year to his service was not 
indieated by his appearance. His physical de- 
crepitude was in pitiful contrast with the 
splendors of the ceremonial honors paid to 


High mass. He was too weak to bear the fatigue 
of merely sitting up during the whole, and 
it was nearly over before he could get strength 
enough for participation in the remainder. By 
that time the great cathedral had been crowded 
densely for an hour and a half. Nearly 500 
costumed priests and choristers had marched in 
procession to fhe altar-end of the edifice, where 
they formed a goodly congregation by them- 
selves. The mass had been extended and 
beautified by the music of two choirs and 
organs, by the intonations of four alternating 
Bishops, and by the worshipful movements of 
many robed assistants; then all noise ceased, and 
all motion, too, except in the lay assemblage, 
where everybody strained for a better view 
than his neighbors of the expected Prince of 
the church. Double doors came open at one 
side of the spacious chancel, and at once the 
lacking central figure for the gorgeous spec- 
tacle wag in sight. 
a tall double crucifix, and a shepherd's crook 
preceded him. At his sides were Mgrs. Quinn 
and Preston, the highest officials of his religious 
court. They were tall, erect, gray, and digni- 
fied.

He was able 
to see but dimly—for his eyesight was much 
impaired—the people who gazed on him with 
eager curiobity, and in numerous instances 
with visible reverence. They pressed forward 
into the chancel in their attempts to get a 
closer view; but most of them were quickly 
obedient to the slightest word from the priestly 
ushers, and decorum not once broken. 

The space filled byt Eeclesiastical Court 
was about 200 feet wide ahd 150 feet long. The 
arrangement of the priests had been made with 
aview to scenic effect. of them were 
ranged in rows behind rows, rising towards the 
sides, but with an ample clearing between the 
spectators and the magnificent altar. The tall 
mitres on the heads of nine Bishops were ex- 
tremely picturesque. The variety of colors, in- 
termingled with the prevailing white of the 
draperies, the occasional costume of a monkish 
order, and the groups of altar and choir boys 
in gowns combined to make an imposing aus- 
sembiage. 


The Cardinals head drooped, and several 
times he wiped tears away from his eyes, but 
his lips parted in a half smile, and it was elear 
that he was very happy with bis honors.

A STRANGE CONTRAST. 


Then came an intrusion by three men in the 
contrasting dress of secular life. Their presence 
was prearranged and proper, and yet it was 
harshly incongruons to the artistic eye and ear, 
except as it helped the illusion of a monarchical 
court. They were headed by John E. Devlin, 
who read an address in the tone and 
manner of an accomplished lawyer, but 
nothing like the intoning and post- 
uring that had preceded his effort. 
At its close the throe advanced to the foot of 
the throne, knelt before the Cardinal, and hum- 
bly kissed his hand, on which glistened a dia- 
mond ring emblematic of his rank. They with- 
drew dackward, bowing low; then the Cardinal 
was assisted to his feet by the sturdy attend- 
ant. He stood unsteadily and his hands shook, 
not with the tremor of transient excitement, 
but with the regular motion that we associate 
with palsy. His face was ashen, and it hap- 
pened that as he slightly changed his position a 
green ray of light coming through a window 
was weirdly chased from his visage by a yellow 
one from another pane.

At the conclusion of this address Cardinal 
McCloskey arose, brashed the tears from his 
eyes, and in a faltering voice, said: 

Most Reverend, Right-Reverend, and Very Rev- 
erend brethren of the clergy, and dearly-beloved 
brethren of the laity: IeconfessI find words inad- 
equate to express my sense of gratitude for the 
kind and generous words you have er- 
pressed in your various addresses, and the 
varions and many facts in my career you have been 
pleased to mention. These congratulations, which 
come tome from the Bishops of this province, 
most of whom it was my bappiness to consecrate; 
from the priests of this diocese, most of whom 
were promoted by myself to holy orders, and 
whose seal labors have effected 80 
much for religion; from the devoted laborers 
in the great work of Christian education, and also 
| which have been presented by the faithful and de- 
voted laity, fill my heart with joy on this the 
fiftieth anniversary of my OFGination. On this oc- 
casion I cannot but help to contrast the scene of 
today with that whieh occurred fifty years 
ago in St. Patrick's old Cathedral. There 
was only one Bishop and two priests in 
the sanctuary and not many people in the church. 
That Bishop was Bishop Dubois, who elevated me 
to the priesthood, and of the two priests, one was 
his Viear-General, the Very Rev. Dr. Powers, 
and the other the Rev. Dr. Pise; 
day. the fiftieth anniversary of that event, I 
behold this sanctuary flied with the Bishops of my 
province and the venerable clergy of my diocese, 
and this great cathedral filled to overflowing with 
my faithful people. For all this I have onl¥to 
thank God, who has spared mein His goodness to 
witness the glory of this day and the wonderful re- 
tults. 

At the time of my ordination few that I, 
80 feeble in health, would ‘outlive all those who 
were my contemporaris in the ministry. And 
when, shortly after, I went to Europe for the ad- 
vantage of additional study my friends sup- 
posed I would not return. Providence spared 
me beyond my expectations. The progress of the 
church referred to in these addresses is true, and 
80 true that it is clearly the work of God and not of 
man. What of success may have attend- 
ead my efforts must be attributed to the 
good will, zeal, and nerous codperation 
of the clergy and laity; for by them have churches, 
convents, hospitals, and various charitable insti- 
tions Increased in numbers and usefulness beyond 
my most sanguine hopes.

He 
showed marked signs of feebleness in his gaft, 
but pronounced the benediction in clear tones. 
When mass concluded Bishop Laughlin stepped 
to the Cardinal's chair and read the address of 
the Bishops of the Province. Mgr. Quinn read 
an address on behalf of the clergy of the dio- 
cose. Brother Justin, of the Provincial Order 
of Christian Brothers, spoke for his society. 
He was followed by John E. Devlin, on behalf 
of the laity. The Cardinal, in reply to the ex- 
Sr, of respect and affection from the 
shops, priests, brothers, and people, referred 
to. the time when he was ordained a priest, at 
which time he was in fult bealth, and re- 
marked upon the unusual length of time Prov- 
_idence had permitted him to work in the fold.

London Letter to Manchester Framiner: One 
of the results of the Indian census, the various 
returns of which are now being collected, is to 
show that Bombay, the second city in the Brit-

HENRY IRVING IN run BELLS.”’ 
“The Bells” is a weird melodrama. The 
scene is in snow-covered Alsace; the characters 
are villagers; the story is one of murder and 
remorse. 
The play is not on a high artistie plane; its 
atmosphere is one of gioom; its effects.are 
reached by exaggeration and by supernatural 
methods. Its chief fault is that it leaves noth- 
ing to the imagination. The audience can hear 
the bells that are supposed to be the wild 
illusion of a murderer’s brain. They can see 
also the spectre that rises before the guilty 
‘man. Therefore the audience cannot be as 


phenomena which are manifestly artificial. 
Moreover, in “The Bens the actor makes a 
subtle psychological Study of one overmaster- 
passi remorse—while in Louig XI. the 
passions are more complex, and the latter 
picture is consequently grander and richer. 
The play of Louis XI. shows better than any 
drama yet presented the vast resources of 
Irvine’s art. The Merchant of Venice” gives 
tis the best illustration we have had of his in- 
comparable technique. The Bells,“ on ac- 
count of its intrinsic barrenness, affords a con- 
centrated rather than a comprehensive view of 
both the actor's genius and his method. 
Nevertheless the impersonation of Mathias is 
one which might weil arrest the attention of a 
nation and make an artist famous. With 
graphic power and with splendid intensity, 
Irving depicis the remorse that grows darker 
and more terrible year after year, and 
the fear that awakes again and again 
in the soul to jangle the sleigh-bells as the) 
jangied one awful night in winter. There is no 
suggestion of repentance. The shadows deepen 
about the doomed man; the mind lapses to- 
ward madness; sleep becomes more terrible 
than waking; and at last the night closes in 
blackness and the Nemesis of conscience leaves 
her vietim dead. The actor does not strongly 
move the audience by communicating to them 
the terrors which seem to shake his soul. He 
holds them spellbound. He does not carry 
them away with passion; he fixes them with 
absorbing interest and strikes them with ever- 
increasing admiration. Irving's art does not 
conceal his art. That is a sort of para- 
dox. His art, however, conceals the artificial. 
Everything he does is true to nature, but his 
artis not lost sight of so that it is identical 
with nature. If art were one with nature the 
highest pleasure that acting can give would be 
destroyed—namely: the consciousness of suc 
cessful imitation. It would. be no pleasure to 
gaze upon the agonies of a real Mathias. 
The inarticulate cry of the haunted inn- 
keeper when he sees the apparition of his 
victim is weirdly thrilling, It is a ery that is 
not loud, but is choking in horror-stricken in- 
tensity. A splendid passage is that where the 
son-in-law of Mathias suggests that the body 
of the murdered Jew muy have been flung into 
a Ume-küln. Why, I kept a lime-kiln then,“ 
cries Mathias, and his hysterical laughter 
clashes strangely with the hearty laughter 
of the unsuspecting friend. The dream in 
third act, notwithstanding that it is an artistic 


anomaly, is probably the most striking illustra- 
tion on the stage today of the weird and terrible 
in dramatic art. So spell-bound was the vast 
audience that an attempt to applaud was sup- 
pressed.

LINGUISTIO STUDIES. 


Dr. Rosenthal Explains the Merits of 
the ‘* Meisterschait’? System- 
to Learn Without Unnecessary Waste 
of Time. 

Dr. Richard 8. Rosenthal, who is now in the 
city for the purpose of establishing a school 
for teaching foreign languages on the Meis- 
terschaft system, of which he is the inventor, 
delivered a lecture yesterday afternoon in 
Apollo Hall on Modern Languages, and 

How to Speak and Understand Them.“ The 
Doctor is well known as the author of several 
works on practical linguistry, and bas been the 
Principal of different linguistic colleges. He 
was for two years teacher of languages in the 
Court of Austria, and was employed by Lord 
Beaconsfield for a ve as translator of En- 
giish state documents. 

There was a | attendance, the hall being 
comfortably filled, and the lecture, which occu- 
pied about an hour anda half in delivery, was 
listened to throughout with the utmost atten- 
tion. The Doctor speaks with a strongly- 
marked German accent, but his English is re- 
markable for its fluency and correctness, show- 
ing that he has thoroughly mastered the idio- 
matic phrases and colloquialisms of the lan- 
guage, while he has seemingly an equal com- 
mand of Spanish, Italian, French, and Ger

there must still be a great field, the Doctor 
In 
July last Charles Francis Adams, in one of his 
characteristic speechés, had declared that the 
teaching of Greek was a college absurdity that 
should be discontinued, and that Latin was 
very little better, modern tongues being the 
proper linguistic equipments of university 
graduates. Mr. Adams was correct, bu he 
did not go far enough. The languages were all 
as good as dead to the average student, and 
what was wanted was a practical study of all 
the languages, Greek and Latin included, but 
especially of French, German, Spanish, and 
Italian. It was no longer sufficient to teach 
the student the grammatical peculiarities of 
French and German, and to introduce him 
into the classie literature of these lan- 
guages; but the true end and aim 
of lMmguistic education must be to actually 
speak the modern tongues, and to really be 
able to converse in them fluently and idiomat- 
ically. For two, three, or five years the pupils 
in the schools and eolleges study different 
Freneh and German grammars and vocabu- 
laries; they learn to conjugate and to decline, 

to parse and to analyze, and so on. In the best 
educational establishments in the land the time 
was spent in this absurd way—the student who 
could take a piece of Greek, or French, or Ger- 
man and render it into the smoothest English 
stood highest in his class. It was an utter de- 
ception, this; forthe same student would be 
quite unable to reverse the process and render 
the same amount of English into even a passa- 
ble foreign phrase. The schools educated phi- 
lologists and grammarians, but rarely did they 
turn out practical linguists. College graduates 
understood the French grammar better than 
themselves, but could 
not express even a single sentence 
in correct, idiomatic French. Of what use was 

a perfect knowledge of all grammatical French 

rules to the tourist who failed to understand 
the utterances of a railway porter and could 
scarcely ask for his common necessities? For- 

eigners, whether educated or not, when they 

came here to reside learned in a very few 
months to speak the English language idiomat- 

ically, and, to some extent, correctly. The 
school system gave no such mastery of speech. 

It was the same way with an American resid- 

ing in a foreign country; he became Frenchi- 

fied, or Germanized, or whatever it might be, 
by the necessities of his life and by being in- 

stinetively impelled to imitate the language of 

the people among whom he happened to be. 

Everything micht be a perfect babel of con- 

fusion to him for a time—probably about 


three weeks—and then he began dy 
learning, ‘ Please bring me my dinner,’’ 
or Please bring me the  Obill-of-fare,” 


or other simple sentence regarding his daily 
wants, and in afew months he could express 
himself quite fluently. No one wanted to use 
the 118,000 words in Webster's dictionary to 
have command of the Engtish tongue. How 
many words did we really use? There was a 
stock vocabulary in every language—-words un- 
derstood by all, learned by all, and used by all. 
Some placed the number of necessary words as 
low as 500; he thought that too little; probably 
2.000 would be nearer the mark. The proper 
selection of this vocabulary was the first im- 
portant point in learning a language. It was 
also important to remember that unconnected 
words were not a language; that a framework 
containing the peculiar constructions or idioms 
of alangnage was necessary to its acquire- 
ment. 

o The Doctor then went on to point out the 
main faults in the present varied systems of 
teaching foreign languages. He argued that 
American teachers were best for American pu- 
pils, because the teachers bad been 5 
the same mill themselves and could see difi- 
culties in the way which the Freneh or German 
teacher, looking at the language from a French 
or German standpoint, would: have much 
trouble in comprebending. The Doctor dwelt 
at length on the value of correct pronunciation 
and the proper construction of idiom sen- 
tences, and concluded by explaining the ad- 
vantages of the Meisterschaft system in acquir- 
ing a flueney in all languages studied.

Shipments Increase, but East- 


Bound Freight Matters Are in 
Bad Shape. 
A Version of the Lackawanna Difficulty 
Which Shows the Ounning Hand of 
‘Vanderbilt. 


The Utah Pool Was Only Born to Die—The South- 
western Passenger-Rate War—Advance 
in Freight Rates. 


Fast-Bound Freight Matters Still in a 
Highly Unsatisfactory Condition. 
The low rates in effect during the last week 
chusea an increase in east-bound shipments of 
fiour, grain. and provisions of nearly 10,000 
tons. Still the total shipments—42,126 tons— 
were not as large as had been expected. For 
the corresponding week last year, when tho 
rates were 10 cents per 100 pounds higher, the 
total shipments amounted to 67,544 tons, or 
About 25,000 tons more than during the last 
week. Thie shows conclusively that even ex- 
{raordinarily low rates will stimulate freight 
business but little at present. There is no de- 
mand in the East or in Europe at the prevailing 
prices in Western markets, and even a 10-cent 
réduction in freight charges is not sufficient to 
create a demand. It is probably for this 
reason that the managers of the 
Eastern lines, at their meeting 
ja New York Thursday, decided to again put 
rates back to the old figures, feeling confident 
thiat they could get about as much business at 
the high rates as at the low ones. Another rea- 
son that induced them to take the step is that 
nearly all the business now going forward is to 
interior local Eastern points, and if through 
rates had been continued at the low figures the 
rates to local interior points would have had to 
be reduced correspondingly, which would have 
inflicted serious losses upon all the roads. 
It is the general opinion that a serious mis- 
take has been made in ordering a reduction for 


one week only. None ot the causes which led 
No one 


believes that rates will be any better maintained 
than they were before the reduction was made, 
and besides the roads will now bave to contend 
against the mischief done while the low 
rates prevailed. It is the general opinion 
that a number of contracts were made while 
the low rates were in effect which cannot be 
disposed of for some time. If such is the case 
the pew rates cannot be maintained many days. 
If such contracts are out this week's statement 
of shipments will show it, as there must neces- 
_parily be a decided decrease in shipments if no 
new contracts have been made.

The impression prevails that 
the action against the Lackawanna was insti- 
gated by Vanderbilt for the purpose of helping 
along the interests of his Nickel-Plate Line. 
The latter has a traffic contract with the Lack- 
awanna and does most of its freight business 
in connection with the latter road. It can 
hardly afford to break that contract and throw 
away the bulk of its business during the time 
this conflict is going on. The general opinion 
is that a private uuderstanding exists between 
the Lackawanna and the Nickel-Plate, and that 
the latter, instead of losing business, will jm- 
prove its opportunities by the new dispensa- 
tion. The Lackawanna will, of course, get a 
large business by cutting the rates when 
they are maintained by all other 
lines, and events will prove that the 
Nickel-Plate gets most of that business, but it 
will persistently claim that it has accepted only 
Tull local rates on all business done in connec- 
tion with that line. When the fact once be- 
comes established that the Lackawanna matter 
isa Vanderbilt trick to beat his competitors 
there will be such a storm of indignation as to 
knock the Eastern pool into smithereens.. Van- 
derbilt no doubt expects this. He knows he 
will have to fight the West Shore, and this fight 
will involve all the other Eastern lines. He 
has been preparing for it for some time, but 
before he fully inaugurates that conflict he 
means to make all the money he can by getting 
up little side issues that will benefit his various 
roads. Everything points to a serious war 
among the ern roads, and the impression 
is that it cannot be delayed much longer.

Clark stating that they would not approve 
the agreement because some of the provisions, 
and particularly the percentages, were unsatis- 
factory. It is learned that the percentages 
agreed upon were 66% per cent to the Union 
Pacific and 33% per cent to the Rio Grande.

| The Planets. 

Jan. 10.—{Editor of The Tribune.) 
—The earth's average diameter multiplied into 
the number of days required for the moon's 
revolution around the earth appears to give the 
moon's distance from the earth, Which latter, 
multipiied by the days ot our year, appear to 
give the sun's distance from the earth. 

The circumference of the moon's orbit mul- 
tiplied by the days of a year equal fhe earth's 
orbit—or the earth's day's journey equals the 
circumference of the moon's orbit. 

The above being true cannot the principle be 
generally applied for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the true distance of other planets from the 
sun? JANSEN. 

(The earth’s average diameter is 7,917 miles, 
which is one part in 30.17 of the 238,820 miles 
which measures the mean distance of the 
moon, while the time of a lunation is twenty- 
nine and a half days. The sun's mean distance 
is about 388% times the earth's mean dis- 
tance, and the circumferences of the orbits are 
in nearly the same ratio, while the length of 
the year is 365 ½ days. 

Hence the ratios claimed by our correspond- 
ent do not exist, and his question does not even 
require an answer in the negative.] 


The Hon. W. B. Green, a Member of 
the Convention of 1847. ; 
CHICAdO, Jan. 10.—[Editor of The Tribune. — 
Among the names of the survivors of the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1847, those who assem- 
bled recently at Springfield and those who were 


from Jo Daviess County. At the time of the 
election of delegates to the convention Jo 
Daviess County was strongly Democratic. 
Each party, Whig and Democratic, brought out 
its candidates. Two Democrats were elected, 
Thompson Campbell and O. C. Pratt, and one 
Whig, William B. Green. Capt. Green was a 
very early settler of Galena, an old miner and 
smelter, who had a large acquaintance in the 
county and great personal popularity. It was 
owing to those conditions that the Whigs suc- 
ceeded in electing one of their candidates. In 
1850 Mr. Campbell was elected to Congress from 
the old Sixth District, embracing sixteen coun- 
ties, including Boone County on the north and 
east, and taking in Hancock County on the 
south. New districts having been created 
under the Congress of 1850, Mr. C. again became 
a candidate in the First District, embracing the 
northern tier of counties, running from Galena 
to Waukegan, and including two counties— 
Ogle and Carroll—in the second tier. Defeated 
n that election, he was at the close of his term 

ppointed Judge of the court to settle land ti- 
tles in California by President Pierce. He died 
several years ago in San Francisco. | 

In 1349 Mr. Pratt was appointed Judge of the 
United States District Court for the Territory 
of Oregon, and after serving in that capacity 
for several years removed to San Francisco, 
where he became Judge of one of the District 
Courts of that city. He is now living and resid- 
ing in San Francisco. I have recently seen a 
communication written by the Hon. Vivian 
W. Edwards, of Springfield, who was a delegate 
to the Constitutional Convention of 1847, in 
which he states that Mr. Pratt was the author 
of the proposition for levying the two-mil tar. 
That provision, being incorporated in the Con- 
stitution, laid the foundation for the extinguish- 
ment of the State debt and of the prosperity of 
the State. 
Capt. Green is still living, and is now a resi-

HOSPITAL BHYSICIANS. 
THE COUNTY COMMISSIONESS ARE QUARRELING 
OVER THEM, HAVING NOTHING ELSE TO FIGHT 

ABOUT. 

Considerable dissatisfaction exists among the 
medical men connected with the County Hos- 
pital over the selection of hospital physicians 
made by the Hospital Committee, and who are 
to be confirmed or rejected in tomorrow's 
meeting of the County Board. This dissatis- 
faction is principally based on the failure of 
the committee to reappoint Drs. Hutchinson, 
Quine, Isham, and Belfield, who have made an 
excellent record at the hospital, have been 
faithful in administering to the sick, and very 
successful as teachers in the clinic connected 
with the hospital. The County Comnuiissioners,+ 
however, will not listen to any’ propositions 
looking towards making a change. They claim 
that the new physicians selected—Drs. Cald- 
well, Randall, Rowan, and Cronin—are men of 
good standing and in every way qualified to prac- 
tice in the hospital. They claim, indeed, that the 
old Hospital Board has been altogether too

WHO IS TO BLAME? : 
THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS WILL INVESTI- 
GATE THE DEAD-HOUSE. ROBBERY AT THE 
POOR-FARM. | 
It has leaked out that during the night, from 
Friday to Saturday, week before last, the dead- 
house on the burial-ground of the Poor-Farm 
was broken into, and that four bodies of aged 
paupers waiting for interment were carried 
away. Warden Frey was informed of the rob- 
bery;a week ago yesterday, but he kept the 
matter quiet—in the hope, he says, that he 
might find out the perpetrators of the outrage. 
Commissioner McCarthy was at the Poor-Farm 
a week ago yesterday, but was not 
told anything about it. Some rumors reached 
the ears of Commissioner Donnersberger early 
in the week, and at his suggestion last Wednes- 
day Commissfoner Mattocks went to Jefferson, 
and there received full information about the 
matter. It seems, however, that there are dif- 
ferent statements as to the date of the rob- 
bery, the watchman at the infirmary, one 
O’Brien, claiming that the robbery was dis- 
covered the morning after New-Year’s, while 
Warden Frey insists that it was not noticed 
until Saturday morning. Warden Frey also 
states that the robbers only took the bodies of 
—— from the infirmary, leaving those of the 

ospital paupers, five in number, undisturbed, 
probably because they had been subjected to 
post-mortem examinations. The bodies had 
not been interred because the ground was 
frozen hard and no graves could be dug. The 
dead-house, located about 1,500 feet from the 
infirmary, was secured only by a common lock, 
and as no night-watcliman is kept to guard the 
burial-ground the robbers had no special difii- 
culty to overcome. Now, however, the Com- 
missioners claim, ample measures have been 
taken to make anybody sorry for life 
who should attempt to break into 
the -house or disturb any of 
the gravés in the Potter's Field. Mr. McCarthy, 
Chairman of the committee in charge of the 
Poor-Farm, said, when asked about the nature 
of these precautions, he would not tell the 
doctors what they had to guard against when 
approaching the county’s cemetery, but he 
added with a sly wink: “I don’t believe any- 
body who attempts to steal any more stiffs 
from the Poor-Farm will make a desirable sub- 
ject for any doctor to work upon. There won't 
be enough left of him to carry home in a ban- 
dana bandkerchief.”" From which it would ap- 
pear that some terrible explosive is secreted 
somewhere about the resting-place of the dead 
at the Poor-Farm, and that it will be rather se- 
rious business for grave-robbers to ply their 
vocation in that vicinity. 

It is said that this occurrence, which is laid 


directly at the door of the medical colleges, has 


made the County Commissioners unanimous on 
the question of refusing the medical colleges 
the use of pauper bodies for dissecting pur- 
poses. It may also strengthen the scheme to 
substitute for Warden Frey some friend of the 
new Commissioners, which had almost entirely 
died out some time ago. The Committee on 
Charities will tomorrow ask the County Board 
to offer a reward of $1,000 for the discovery of 
the robbers, or for evidence that will lead to 
the detection of the medical college which re- 
ceived the bodies.
